The holiday season is upon us. And 
since al’ of the nations in which there 
are Lions, are known as Christian 
lands, the people in them are prepar- 
ing once again to celebrate the birth 
of Christ.

There is peace in the world. At 
least the statesmen have not declared 
war, Instead they have declared there 
is no war. Thy wiwll not be able to 
convince the mothers and others who 
have loved ones fighting in Korea 
that what is happening over there is 
not actual warfare. Nor will they be 
able to assuage the anxiety and fears 
of the mothers who have young sons 
about to reach their eighteenth birth- 
day. 

There may be peace In the’ world, 
but the world is not at peace. The 
fighting which has been going on in 
Korea for a year and one-half has been 
just as bitter as any which took place 
in the six years prior to August, 1945. 
And in sector after sector of the wortd 
there is unest. The Middle East, for ex- 
ample, is seething with disturbances. 
At any moment an “icident” may send 
nations into battle with one another. 
When one of these iscidents ripens 
into warfare there is danger of the 
whole world becoming involved once 
more, 

Yet as bleak as the picture ts, there 
stil! is hope for peace. The conflict 
4n Korea cannot drag on in its present 
fuise indefinitely. There will be peace 
there because men are dying on both 
sides without gain or accomplishment 
by either side. All history shows this 
cannot go on. 

If and when peace comes in Korea 
there is great hope that the troubles 
which have loomed up in Kashmir, in 
Tran and in Egypt may be resolved by 
arbitration rather than by force.

of wars. Two 
at war with the 
turn of the century. There has been 
fighting on a near world-scale with 
hardly more than the interval of a 
decade ever since. It is time for peace. 
When there is war there is little that 
the civilian can do to influence the 
leaders of his country in relation to 
peace. But there is the day ahead 
when peace will come, Then those who 
love peace—and I am sure all Lions 
do—may be able to make their words 
and influences count in the cause of 
peace. The Lions believe in good will, 
in mutual understanding, in good fel- 
lowship, and in peace. Year by year 
more and more countries find Lionism 
to be good for them and their people 
And year by year people of good will 
are making their impression upon 
their governments. 

This is a good time for all of us 
who really believe in those things for 
which Lionism stands to do something 
in the name of peace

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ALBERTA — A DEBTLESS PROVIN 
By R. J. DEACHMAN 


The Province of Alberta is prosper- 
ous. Providence gave it a hand-out. In 
the old days when I lived there it had 
spasms of tough times, Let me say 
this for it, despite hard times, dry 
seasons, occasional frosts and other 
difficulties it kept a stiff upper lip 
and always rung out the sign “Next 
year will be the best year yet” and 
generally was! 


These ebullient feelings never died. 
There was something in the atmos-- 
phere which kept things goingg. It 
was not alone in the character of the 
people, nor yet wholly in the climate. 
True the air was vibrant. Then if you 
pulled your cap down over your ears, 
shaded your nose with your mitts, 
braced yourself against the cold, you 
warmed up as ou marched along, con- 
vinced always, that this was the best 
of all possible worlds. The only ones 
who didn’t speak well of Alberta right 
from the start were those who thought 
that sunshine always meant heat and 
warmth and that nipped ears were 
quite impsosible under an Alberta sun 
—it wasn't so, 


Now there's something else in Al- 
berta which gives the dweller in the 
land of the Chinook a new vision. Pre- 
mier Manning suggests that by good 
government—he may be thinking of 
his own government— it is not impos-- 
sible that Alberta, most blessed of all 
provinces, perhaps of all the countries 
in the world, may reach the time 
when it will have no debts no taxes. 
Publish it not in the East — they 
wouldn't believe it but it may be true. 

Is this possible? Yes! Nowhere else 
in the world so far as I know could 
one look forward with any certainty 
to such a hope but in the sunshine 
province there is nothing which lies 
outside the boundaries of the possible. 
It is however limited to provincial 
taxes. It would be foolish to contend 
that Ottawa would lift the federal in- 
come tax now applied to Alberta. 
There are certain taxes which are in 
their nature punitive. They are a form 
of punishment imposed by govern-- 
ments upon the people imposed to 
make them wiser—if that be possible 
—or at least give us a sigh--not from 
heaven but from the state to indicate 
that if we wish to do wilful things the 
state will tax us for our indulgence. 
We pay the price and get it without 
alabbel on the bottle telling us to go 
in peace and sin no more.

I am not entirely in favor of the 
idea of the abolition of all taxes. I 
am a believer in free enterprise, I 
believe also that there are things 
which the state can do more efficient- 
ly than private capital—not many, but 
a few. Take for instance afforestation. 
The individual cannot be expected to 
carry out a program of that kind— 
neither can the corporation. It is 
something for the future—not for the 
day after tomorrow. It is a work which 
the Government of Alberta can do and 
finance the costs. It is the creation of 
an asset of tremendous future value. 
The harvest will be reaped by our 
grandchildren of do not 
mean by this that Alberta, if it started 
on a good sized program of afforesta- 
tion should hire its own men and do its 
own planting. That work shou'd be let 
by tender to competent contractors. 
There is no more satisfactory way. 


Now what about the debt? The debt 
of Alberta is now so low that it con- 
stitutes no particular burden to the 
people. It may be well for a time at 
least to let it float, leaving surpluses 
to be used for constructive purposes. 
What does this mean? I have given 
one example, the planting of trees over 
large areas, others which might be 
mentioned are flood protection, Cal 
gary had considerable trouble from 
floods years ago but that problem has 
now been solved. Then there is fire 
protection for the forest areas of the 
foothills. New tourist resorts can be 
developed as population grows, The 
existence of a small debt is not an im- 
portant matter when we have some- 
thing to show for it. Money invested in 
such items as I have mentioned will 
be permanent assets of the province, 
increasing its resources, making it 
every year a richer and more lovely 
province in which to live. .

I would like to see the Province of 
Alberta, where I lived for a good many 
years, treated as a great corporation @ 
would treat it if it were the owner. 
The value of every resource would be 
taken into consideration, The object 
would be to expand these resources as 
a great natural asset to be developed, 
to be conserved, to be husbanded for 
future owners so that year by year 
it would yield more while earning 
good money for those who owned it. 
The object of the Government of Al- 
berta under conditions should 
be to leave the province every year 
richer and better than it was in the
